Schmitz gives feelings on various issues 


On a number of occasions in recent 
months, State Senator John Schmitz has 
been in the headlines as a result of some 
of the statements he has made and 
political stands he has taken. To find out

Q. First of all, I would like to talk about your 
campaign for the United States Senate 
nomination. What are some of the reasons you 
feel you would make a better senator than your 
opponents? 

A. 1am more qualified (and) I see the issues better 
than they do. I am the only one who is not a typical 
run-of-the-mill politician. They take polls then they 
decide what they stand for by seeing what the polls 
say. I look at the situation as it is and call them like I 
see them. That distinguishes me from the entire field. 
It also causes some problems, but it may very well 
cause a victory too. 

Q. One of the things you have prided yourself 
on in the past is your attendance record as both 
an instructor and legislator. Is it possible to 
conduct a serious campaign when your time is 
so divided? 

A. There is a trade-off. If 1 miss classes, I’m sure my 
opponents will not miss the opportunity to point that 
out. Outside of a two-week military tour during 
summer school ...] think I can count on my fingers 
how many classes I have missed in 22 years of 
teaching -- and! have the usual amount of fingers. 

Q. Does that put you at a disadvantage with 
other candidates who might be able to campaign 
full time? 

A. You cannot leave the political arena simply to 
those who are consciousless about missing their 
public employment and those who are independently

With world peace in mind, discussion of the 


possibility of a nuclear arms freeze occurred on 
Tuesday of Moral and Spiritual Values Week, (May 
17-21) when David Wesley, once a Latin American 
correspondent for Life magazine, spoke at SAC. 

Standing in front of the chalked slogan, “Remember 
November,” Wesley strongly advocated voting for the 
nuclear arms freeze initiative on the upcoming ballot. 

If the initiative is passed in November, it will provide 
that California formally submit a letter to the White 
House which declares that the state is asupporter of a 
nuclear arms freeze and does not condone any 
escalation in the production of weaponry. 

“We have a great opportunity for the individual to 
do something and take action,” Wesley informed the 
group. “This will be a tremendous kick in the pants for 
the whole country (if there is a huge vote).” 

In support of his views, Wesley presented the film 
The Last Epidemic -- The Medical 
Consequences of Nuclear Weapons and 
Nuclear War, which was a series of excerpts from 
the Nov. 17, 18, 1980 San Francisco Conference of 
Physicians for Social Responsibility. 

During the film, concerned medical personnel 
pointed out the damaging effects of a nuclear 
explosion. The concept introduced lately that a 
limited atomic war is survivable, was questioned. 

In the event of an attack, it was revealed that, for 
one week afterwards, an area of 54,000 square miles 
must be completely abandoned. 

If humans wear glasses, they won't be blinded, but 
“all animals wil be, because they don’t wear glasses,” 
maintained Dr. Peter G. Joseph. Furthermore, he 
advised, “The entire ecosystem will collapse.” 

When discussing the prospect of a survivable, 
limited nuclear war, Dr. Jack Geiger averred that, 
“there is no survival in any sense of the word that has 
social meaning.” J 

Wesley warned against “a final and giant Atari 
game.” He believes that a freeze is the only way of 
“stopping that generation of weapons,” and the 
alternative (escalation in arms) is “totally self- 
destructive -- expecially economically. 

“Deficits will keep us in a permanent recession, if 
not hurling us into a depression,” he projected.

Short expresses

A major facet of this problem -- if not the 
dominate facet -- is that in our political system, 
virtually everyone I have met either in Sacramento or 
Washington has as his or her primary mission getting 
elected or re-elected. That is not necessarily the best 
way to run the show.

Moral, Spiritual Week incites tranquility

For Moral and Spiritual Values Week, Santa Ana 
Ministries’ (SAM) “highlight of the year” was 
brightened on Monday with the presence of Robert 
Short, author of The Gospel According to 
Peanuts. 

In keeping with SAM’s theme for the week, which is 
peace within the world, family and oneself, Short 
presented a slide show titled: “Hitler, Bonhoeffer and 
Christ.” 

Short stressed the need for peace through the 
story of Hitler and Bonhoeffer, who was a Lutheran 
minister of the Confessional Church of Germany at 
the time of the dictator’s command. This church, 
according to Short, was the only one that stood up 
against the leader. 

The author described Bonhoeffer as a “one-man 
early warning system” when he related that this 
theologian was one of the first to suspect what Hitler 
was really trying to do. In order to stop the dictator, 
who he felt was an anti-Christ, Bonhoeffer joined the 
conspiracy against him. As a result, in April of 1943, 
he was thrown into prison. He never came out alive. 

According to Short, Hitler was able to overtake and 
lead the German nation because of its existing 
spiritual weakness. By adopting Christian methods, 
Short said, Hitler led his country to war. The Nazis 
wanted to replace Christian faith with theirs. 

Short revealed Hitler’s attempt at this when he 
shared some similarities which Bonhoeffer had 
pointed out back then. Before the dictator came 
along, Germans were looking for a savior. “The Nazi 
movement was entirely designed to fill the vacuum in 
their lives,” Bonhoeffer explained. 

Germans honored Hitler as if he was a God. The 
people took an oath vowing, “I consecrate my life to 
Adolf Hitler. For us there is only one example, Hitler 
and no one else.” 

When asked about Bonhoeffer and world peace 
Short answered, “If he were alive, I think he would be 
very strong in the peace movement. The particular 
reason is that, if there’s not peace, then revelation 
cannot take place because there are no people to 
reveal to. We've gotten to the point where no one will 
win -- the Christian church in the event of a war would 
be wiped out along with everything else.” 
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In an attempt to find out how to 
better serve the students, the SAC 
librarians and the Research 
Center have conducted a survey 
of library usage.

checked in an effort to gain 
additional value from the survey. 

Questions were asked about 
why students attend libraries in 
general, and the campus library in 
particular. Furthermore, the need 
for a course to help students do 
their library assignments efficiently 
was investigated, as well as what 
students considered to be areas of 
general need of the library. 

It was found that he SAC library 
was used by students mainly for 
school work and not as much for 
finding material of personal 
interest. English classes were cited 
as the subject that required the 
most library work. As reference 
librarian Herbert Hoffman pointed 
out, this is probably a result of the 
English courses requiring students 
to write papers in various subjects. 
Psychology had about one third as 
many citations as English. Other 
indicated subjects were history, 
nursing and nutrition. 

Those using the library also 
cited varying interest in learning 
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library skills. As a result, the 
possibility of offering a mini-course 
next fall teaching such skills is now 
being considered, according to 
Boepple. 

“It would teach the student to be 
more independent in the library, 
and make him realize how 
complex library materials actually 
are. The card catalogue alone is 
not satisfactory enough,” said 
Hoffman. 

The two main problems 
students face in libraries, Boepple 
noted, are “to know what kind of 
information exists and-how to find 
ite” 

Asked if they use other libraries 
besides the one on campus, 43 
percent of the students indicated 
they attended a public library close 
to their home. Very few stated 
they went to other college or 
university libraries. 

“This is significant for me,” said 
Boepple, “This shows that there 
doesn’t seem to be much reason 
for me to set up a cooperative 


program with another community 
college.” 

Another finding of interest to the 
librarians was that, according to © 
the survey, a large majority of 
people really do want to study in 
quiet reading room, as opposed to 
in one where talking is allowed. 

On the questionnaire, under the 
heading of ‘“‘library needs,” 
students listed things like “more 
reference librarians, more books 
and magazines, more friendly 
employees, more maintenance on 
Xerox machines, more study 
tables, a need for comfortable 
chairs, more English speaking 
staff,” etc. 

One student who wanted “more 
clocks in the library,” mentioned 
as explanation that “I have to go up 
and walk 50 feet to look for the 
time. It breaks the train of thought 
and leads to cold seats.” 

However, at a recent librarian 
staff meeting, all the responses of 
the survey were seriously 
considered and discussed 


Newby motivates audience 
in Theater of Ideas class

Motivation, according to the 
Webster’s Dictionary, is an inner 
drive or impulse that causes one to 
act. 

One person who lives that 
definition is Richard Newby, the 
chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer of Aim 
Enterprises in Anaheim, which 
owns an insurance company and 
several other insurance-related 
firms.

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Q&A: ‘Taking a calculated risk’ cocoon: 


Q. Can you give an example? 

A. There is no doubt in my mind, or in the mind of 
any objective observer of the Middle East situation 
historically or presently, that we don’t have an 
American foreign policy (there) tailor-made to the 
best interests ofthe U.S. We have apro-Israeli foreign 
policy because of the use of the American Jewish 
community by the Israelis in tailoring the American 
foreign policy in their direction. 

They (the Israeli government) could not operate at 
all if they did not have not only the protection but the 
backing of the U.S. government. We can even 
disapprove of what they do but we are not going to 
say so because of domestic considerations. 

Q. Most recently, you have been in the news as 
a result of your meeting with Palestine 
Liberation Organization leader Yassir Arafat. 
What was accomplished by your meeting with 
him? 

A. There were certainly two things already 
accomplished. It was a very important addition to my 
own education. Also, I was able to bring back two 
messages from Arafat. 

He is willing to settle for things that are very 
reasonable to Americans but apparently 
unreasonable to the Israelis: that the U.S. recognizes 
the P.L.O., the P.L.O. recognize Israel (and) they find 
a spot for them in Palestine. 

He would like a settlement somewhat in accord 
with the United Nations Resolution 181 -- a Jewish 
and Arab state side by side and Jerusalem being an 
international zone. 

Q. Isn’t that pretty much what he has said in 
the past? 

A. They are a new combination of old offerings. At 
different times in the past, these things have been 
offered. I know of no time when they had been offered

Q. Most of the press coverage you have 
received has not been on the issues of the 
Senatorial campaign, but rather it has centered 
around some of the controversies you have been 
involved with. 

How do you feel about that? 

A. There is a real crap shoot in even being ina race 
such asI am. Ifit weren’t for the fact that there weren’t 
so many prominent candidates in the race, | wouldn't 
have much of a chance at all because part of the 
problem is the media itself. 

I can’t possibly raise enough money to counteract 
the California media. What I have got to dois bank on 
enough people seeing through the media. There may 
be enough people who see through the media in this 
...multi- member race so one can win the primary with 
a little over 20 per cent of the vote. I (received) 20 per 
cent of the vote two years ago running for the U.S. 
Senate. 

Q. Have there ever been comments you have 
made or a political stand you have taken that 
later you wish you (could) have changed? 

A. Why is it that journalists keep asking that 
question? | keep getting that from journalists and they 
say, ‘do you regret saying this?’ ‘Have we gotten to 
you yet, Schmitz?’ That is basically what it is saying. 
The only thing! regret is I have to keep putting up with 
that damn question. It indicates you don’t believe or 
haven't been listening to what I have been saying. 

Q. How would you describe John Schmitz? 

A. I wouldn't. 

Q. Is he indescribable? 

A. No, I just wouldn’t do it. How does one describe 
someone in a_ sentence or two? My students who 
have had me for a semester can describe me. Ask 
some of my students, don’t ask me to describe myself.

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U.S. Senate race cooking 
with menu of characters

California voters can have it their way on June 8th 
as the Republican and Democratic senate primaries 
offer a menu of candidates to satisfy every political 
taste. 

The senatorial buffet contains meat and potato 
staples of state politics (Jerry Brown, Barry 
Goldwater Jr., Pete McCloskey) as well as 
refreshments (Gore Vidal, John Schmitz). 

It is the Republican primary that contains the most 
ingredients. The current front-runner in statewide 
polls is Representative Barry Goldwater Jr., 43 

A veteran of 12 years in Congress, his strongest 
asset is the name association with his father, Senator 
Barry Goldwater Sr. (R-Arizona), who has long stood 
as a symbol of the ultra-conservative wing of the 
party. 

The elder Goldwater wrote letters to 2.5 million 
Republican voters stating he would regard it as a 
“personal favor” if his son was elected. 

Goldwater’s opponents claim his name is his only 
asset, that he is not the legislator his father is, and that 
Jerry Brown would have no problem defeating him 
Goldwater refutes this image as a poor public 
speaker, arguing that trailing candidates must resort 
'O personal attacks. 

San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson, 48, entered the 
Senate race after deciding he could not win the 
nomination for governor. He believes Reagan must 
cut proposed spending but opposes reducing the 
defense srogram. The five-year veteran of the State 
Legislature also advocates a Constitutional limit on 
‘ederal spending. 

Wilson opposes initiative

movement, Calling it a “scare tactic” representing 
“classic liberal attitudes.” He feels that “the best way 
to prevent a nuclear war is to rebuild America’s 
strength ...we must bring the United States back toa 
first-class power.” 

Representative Paul (Pete) McCloskey, 54, is a 
paradoxical figure to Republicans-and Democrats 
alike. First elected to Congress in 1967, he 
immediately came out against the Vietnam War. In 
1972, he ran against Richard Nixon in the GOP 
primaries on an anti-war ticket. McCloskey has 
angered his peers with his support of handgun 
control, a nuclear arms freeze, the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and abortion rights. 

Yet, he is still a Republican on many issues. The 
congressman wants to reduce the size of government, 
develop this country’s natural resurces and turn to 
nuclear power and offshore oil drilling to lessen 
dependence on foreign oil. 

For those voters who want a Senator to stand up to 
slick, hard-faced liberals, there is state Senator and 
SAC instructor John Schmitz, 51. It may take a 
military coup to put him in Washington, however. 

Governor Edmund (Jerry) Brown Jr., 44, is 
completing his second term in Sacramento, making 
reservations for Capitol Hill, and eyeing Pennsylvania 
Avenue. He refuses to mention his opponents and will 
spend no money until after the June 8 election. 

Running a distant second to Brown, is novelist 
Gore Vidal. He is known for his witty sarcastic attacks 
on opponents and his courage to speak out on any 
subject. While not posing a serious threat in the 
primaries, Brown supporters fear Vidal’s attacks on 
the governor could prove damaging in the general 
election.

Assuaged justice 
doesn't serve public 


Kennedy defeats Nixon for Presidency.... United States withdraws 
from Vietnam.... Racial harmony envelops the nation..... America 
prospers as RFK begins second term.... 

Could the above scenario have developed? Perhaps. Perhaps not. 

We will never know. 

We, the American people, were denied due process. Our right to 
exercise our democratic tool of voting was violated. A twenty-four year 
old extremist robbed this country of one of our basic fundamental rights 
-- to choose who shall lead us. 

Sirhan Sirhan was not the first,or the last political assassin to appear 
on the American scene. But, he provides us with’a case of what should 
be done to the perpetrator of such a heinous crime. 

Sirhan was sentenced to the death penalty for murdering Robert F. 
Kennedy in Los Angeles in 1968. His sentence was commuted to life 
imprisonment after the United States Supreme Court ruled that the 
death penalty, in its present form, was unconstitutional. 

In 1975, Sirhan received a parole date that is now set for September, 
1986. Reacting to public outcries, a parole board has spent two weeks 
reviewing Sirhan’s case, and a decision is expected anytime. 

Has Sirhan paid enough? No, and he never will. 

Deputy District Attorney Larry Trapp told the board, “Sirhan, who 
took it upon himself to rewrite history, is like a debtor who is bankrupt. 
He can never repay the debt,” and releasing him would “risk sending a 
message to every misfit, fanatic, and political crusader that an 
assassination in this state is worth only 13 years.” 

John Hinckley’s trial for his attempted assassination of President 
Reagan brings up another point. Should someone who plots, stalks, and 
attempts to murder a political figure be able to claim a diminished 
capacity? 

If the person does have great emotional problems, they should receive 
help, but that should not allow them to receive a lesser sentence. 

A convicted political assassin should be dealt with harshly. Life 
inprisonment without possibility of parole, is the appropriate sentence. 
The death penalty would make martyrs, fail to deter extremists, and 
leave unanswered questions (ex. Lee Harvey Oswald). 

This is one case where the nation’s right to justice outweighs the 


convict’s plea for mercy.

Prop 9 upholders 
oppose editorial 


Dear Editor, 

After reading your write-up on 
Prop. 9, | came to wonder if the 
author had done any research on it 
or if the author had just written 
his/her point of view. 

To clear the air a little, in 1985 
we are due to lose 50 percent of 
our water from the Colorado River 
to the Central Arizona Project. 

During the drought of the early 
1970's, which was only a three year 
drought, the Colorado River 
System along with our stored 
water and a lot of conservation 
saw us through it. What happens 
when a 10 or a 20 year drought 
comes along which are common in 
the arid West? Our ground water 
has a storage of five years. But this 
water is being drawn on so much 
that we had to build Water Factory 
21 to force-inject water into the 
ground to probably prevent sea 
water from intruding inland and 
contaminating our ground water. 
Also we can probably expect to 
see a reduction in water coming 
from the Owens Valley in the next 
few years to help “Save Mono 
Lake”. 

It is true that 70 percent of the 
population of this state is in the 
south but 70 percent of the states 
water is in the north. Orange 


County is growing at a rate of 
40,000 people a year, telling us that 
we must plan not only for now, but 
the future. 

The Peripheral Canal will in fact 
help the Delta system by bringing 
water from the abundant side and 
releasing it in the other streams 
along the way to improve their 
flow. Some farmers in the Delta 
fear that, by building the canal, the 
government will stop maintaining 
the levees that are sinking at arate 
of 3 to 4 inches a year. In some 
places, the levees are holding back 
water from land that is 25 feet 
below the surface of the water. 


The extra water taken by the 
canal is not water that is needed by 
farmers or nature, but water that 
has been stored in reservoirs up 
river for use in the south. Yet there 
is alot more to this canal than what 
has been said. I feel the author 
should have done a lot more paper 
work before the article was 
printed!

water is a tired old ploy to confuse 
the voters and hide the real issues. 
The fresh water that often runs 
to the ocean through San 
Francisco Bay is a minute factor in 
any ecological cleansing of the Bay 
Area. Usually it only happens 
when it rains hard. But it is lost 
fresh water to the sea that we 
could use. In dry years salt water 
intrudes all the way to 
Sacramento, and that can raise a 
lot of hell with the ecology too!

But Proposition 9 is much more 
than the Peripheral Canal issue. 
There are actually nine elements, 
some of which are optional. It also 
activates another Proposition 8 
approved by voters of the state in 
1980 designed to safeguard water 
quality, fish and wildlife preserves 
and natural habitat in the delta and 
San Francisco Bay area. It willalso 
protect many rivers in Northern 
California from being exploited. 


The State Water Project today 
only captures four percent of 
California’s Water runoff. And 80 
percent of the state’s fresh water is 
produced in the north in the form 
of rain and snow. 

What about the farmers? Do 
you want to pay higher food costs? 
If you are as concerned about 
costs as you indicate in your 
editorial, then wait until we start 
running out of water. See Sunday’s 
Los Angeles Times (May 16) on 
who is bankrolling the opposition 
and planting false cost figures. You 
are not voting on any tax plan to 
finance the Peripheral Canal. 
Construction money will come 
from tideland oil funds, water 
revenue bonds and water user 
fees. 

I, therefore, support Proposition 
9 and urge your readers to

Spending three hours each week engulfed in grave 
analysis of our country’s foreign policies in this 
century is not everyone’s idea of excitement. And 
when a grade is given based on speeches, arguments 

and written assignments, the fun of the fight usually 
depleats. 

Not so with Dr. Tom Osborne’s Wednesday night 
class, Interdisciplinary Studies 201. The Honors 
Seminar for this semester, entitled “Imperialism and 
Anti-Imperialism in Modern America” is not looked 
upon as achore by its participants, but as a challenge. 

- As Debbie Rocha, a pharmacy major, states, “The 
discussions are thought provoking and | enjoy them 

' thoroughly.” 

| This idea was expounded on by political science 
major Bryan E. Lee. “The workload is extremely 

demanding but enjoyable.” He added, “and, of 

~ course, worthwhile and enlightening.” 

| This worthwhile class is also time-consuming. First, 
Dr. Osborne compiles a weekly packet that, along 

| with two supplemental texts, are to be reviewed and 

| analyzed by each class member. The information aids 

the student in answering the questin that is posed 
each week on varying foreign policy topics. 

The packets are a wide range of materials, from the 

F poetry of Mark Twain to the Congressional Records. 
-‘l have gathered the reading materials (for the 
packets) from research libraries and manuscript 
repositories throughout the US,” explained Osborne. 
| He further emphasized the task of such a compilation. 
‘I've invested two years of time preparing this class.” 
Preparation is the key, not only for Osborne, but for 

the students, too. Each class member is expected to 
discuss the topic (which changes every week), sharing 
his opinions and criticisms of fellow students’ 


in a_ small 
newspaper in Minnesota. “I had

opinions. As engineering student Lynda Reeves 
voiced, “Its a challenging exercise in argumentation, 
logic, and clear-thinking.” 

Another challenging exercise is a one page paper 
due every other week on the subject presented for 
that evening. As Osborne explained, it is far more 
difficult to write a one page paper in this class than a 
five page paper on the same topic. “This requires 
students to condense, to eliminate all extraneous 
material, and overall, to focus on the question at 
hand.” 

The papers are rigorously edited by the instructor, 
while the speeches are seriously commented on by 
both Osborne and the students. 

Each student is required to give three 15 to 20 
minute speeches at various times in the semester. the 
topic covored, of course, is the answer to the weekly 
packet question. 

The dissection of the speeches by all participants is 
looked at by the speaker more as a learning 
experience than an attack on his work. Randy 
Dobson, history major, asserted, “I find it to be a great 
way to improve my writing and speaking abilities.” 

‘This appreciation of criticism was also expressed 
by member Andrea Duncan, a chemistry student, 
when she added, “The format (the oral presentation 
and the criticism) has helped me greatly in my 
development.” 

The course studies serious and often confusing 
subject matter. Since many current issues are raised, 
sensitive subjects are also dealt with. It is a time 
consuming maze of information and assignments; it is 
not a class to be taken lightly. 

But, with all these seeming strikes against it, the 
decision of the students is unanimous. The members 
of the Honors Seminar seem to agree with Bonnie 
Isbill, anthropology major, when she says, “Its alot of 
work, but enjoyable work.”

McCall started his career in the 
Air Force, where he ran the art 
program. He movedinto the public 
sector, illustrating for magazines 
such as the Saturday Evening 
Post, Collier’s and Life.

In 1967, he created the now- 
famous promotional posters for 
the film 2001: A Space Odyssey. 

Notable among his other works 
are murals for the space centers in 
California, Texas and the 
Smithsonian’s National Air and 
Space Museum in Washington

McCall’s paintings have been 
praised for mixing a unique 
imaginative quality with 
remarkable technical accuracy. 


Hereward . Cooke, curator of 
painting for the Smithsonian’s 
National Gallery of Art, wrote: 
“Aeronautical engineers admire 
his work as muchas art editors. He 
may be in outer space, but his feet 
are on the ground, technically 
speaking.” 

McCall attributes his accuracy 
to his early training as an 
illustrator, saying that his clients 
were very demanding that every 
part of the illustration be accurate 
to the smallest detail. 

In an October interview the 
artist said that he wants his work 
to be believable and to make the 
viewer feel a part of the picture. 

“T want to communicate my own 
personal sense of wonder about 
the universe and the environment 
of outer space. I want to excite 
people about it,” McCall says.

The Olympic games have two sets of heroes. In the 


lime-light are the athletes. But, seldom noticed, in the 
background are the members of the International 
Olympic Committee. This is an elite group who 
devotes its time to organizing the millions of details it 
takes to run the games. 

Bob Gaughran, veteran SAC P.E. Activities 
teacher and water polo and swimming coach, has 
recently been appointed to this select group. 

He will serve as Water Polo Site Coordinator for the 
1984 Olympics in Los Angeles.

According to Gaughran, 12 water polo teams - 
including the U.S. team, as hosts - will compete at the 
site, which accommodates about 5,000 spectators. 

Some two and a half billion more people are 
expected to see the Olympic games on television. 

Gaughran is excited about the T.V. coverage. 

“We (water polo games) are going to be on during 
prime time,” he said. “Our events take place at the 
end of the programming. The other things are over so 
the cameras won't be cutting out to track and field or 
other events. Water polo could end up being the 
darling of the 1984 Olympics, like hockey was last 
time.” 

This is not Gaughran’s first involvement with the 
Olympics. 

From 1972 to 1976 he served as U.S. Water Polo 
Olympic Committee Chairman. 

Prior to his involvement with the Olympics, 
Gaughran was coach of the U.S. National Water Polo 
team five times. 

As their coach, he travelled with the teams to 
competitions in Russia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Spain, 
England, East and West Germany and to the World 
Championships in Columbia in 1975. 

Some of Gaughran’s most interesting experiences 
occurred when he took U.S. teams into the 
Communist Bloc countries. 

“In water polo,” he said, “if you want to play the 
best, you have to go to the Iron Curtain countries. I 
coached the first U.S. water sport team ever to.go into 
Russia.” 


Trips like the one to Russia and Hungary are “great 


for the athletes,” according to Gaughran. There is 
time to see some of the host country and to meet the 
people. 

There is also culture shock. 

Reflecting on his visit to Moscow, the coach said, 
“So many things were different there. For example, 
there was nothing to spend money on.” 

“It was too bad,” he said. “People would come up to 
the boys and offer them the equivalent of $40 to $50 
(quite a lot of money at that time) in rubles for the blue 
jeans they were wearing. But we weren't allowed to 
take money out of the country and there was nothing 
to spend it on that we wanted, so there was no point in 
selling the jeans.” 

“An amusing incident happened when we first got 
to Moscow,” the coach recalled. ‘‘Our 
interpreter/quide was wearing a suit when he met us. I 
kept looking at him, because there was writing on the 
T-shirt he was wearing under his dress shirt. I finally 
asked about it and he opened his shirt. His T-shirt said 
‘USC Swimming’. That’s how far USC recruiting has 
gone.” 

Travelling with the teams was one of the highlights 
of Gaughran’s involvement in water polo. 

However, he says of his appointment as Olympic 
Site Coordinator, “This has to be the highlight of my 
career.”

|Glassey sees continuation

New SAC coach Steve Glassey 
loves wrestling. He has spent most 
of his adult life either competing in 
or coaching the sport. And so, 
when there was talk of 
discontinuing the wrestling 
program at SAC after a toubled 
season wrought with charges of 
illegal recruiting, it was Glassey 
who spoke up to save what was left 
of the team. 

“They were going to drop the 
program,” he stated. “I talked to 
(former) coach Addleman who 
spoke to ‘the athletic director. 
They talked to the president of the 
school who gave his o.k.” that the 
sport would continue. 

But there was the stipulation 
that he recruit individuals only 
from within SAC’s district for one 
year. Glassey agreed. 

Last semester was his first as an 
assistant coach at SAC. It was also 
his first experience coaching at the 
junior college level. He graduated 
from Rubidoux High School. in 
Riverside in 1973 and then joined 
the army where he was an All- 
Army Wrestler for three years. He 
received a scholarship to Cal State 
Fullerton and wrestled there for 
four years. Last year he coached 
at Sonora High School. 


When Glassey arrived at SAC 
he stepped into a hornet’s nest of 
problems. 

He related, “There was some 
illegal recruiting done by a former 
assistant coach. They (the 
individuals recruited) were 
promised the world. They were in 
for a rude awakening.” The coach 
added, “It made the whole team 
look bad.” The result was that the 
squad lost all but three of its 
members.

“Everybody went home,”’ 
Glassey commented. 

The new head coach doesn't 
like to dwell on the troubles that 
happened last season. 

“That's in the past. We've had 
too many good seasons to worry 
about one. We can't let one bad 
year effect ten good ones.” 

Indeed SAC’s wrestling teams 
have been successful in the past,

producing ten state champions 
and 23 Junior College All 
Americans ina little over 10 years. 

Glassey hopes to continue that 
tradition. He has lined up several 
very good local high school 
wrestlers to join next year’s team 
along with Dan Hopkins, returning 
state champion, and Marcus 
Johnson, who placed fifth in the 
heavyweight class. 

When he’s not preparing for 
next season, Glassey is busy 
planning and directing his 
wrestling clinics. During Easter 
vacation he put on a clinic which 
featured NCAA champion Joey 
Gonzalez. Also included were six 
national champions, several world 
placers and Olympic. wrestlers. 
The clinic involved three days of 
intensive training for high school 
youth. 

Glassey’s devotion to the sport 
seems unquestionable, 

“Wrestling has been good to 
me,” he commented. “It’s my life. 
I'll put my heart into it no matter 
what comes.” 

And he’s determined to put the 
SAC wrestling team back on the 
right track. 

“If Lcan help it, this program is 
going to continue.”
